Four Madoc Village firemen 
trained in the first response 
may refuse to respond to a first 
response call unless an ambu- 
lance has been dispatched 
first. This is the message 
Madoc yee Fire Chief 

rought to coun- 
cil last Tuesday night. 

He told members of council 

that firemen trained in first 
response fear they will be used 
to take the place of ambulance 
service, which has been recen- 
tly cut by the province in the 
area. 
Snider said he fears his 
firemen could be at a first 
response call for a couple of 
hours while they wait an 
ambulance to arrive. This 
would result in a great expense 
to the municipality. The first 
response program, which has 
fire departments responding to 
calls when an ambulance is not 
available, was introduced to 
improve response times during 
busy periods for ambulances. 


Reeve Tom Deline said coun- 
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cil had agreed to training 
village firemen for first 
response with the understand- 
ing it would not cost the village 
anything. He added that coun- 
cil agreed to the training 
because of its concern for the 
local citizens health and 
safety. 

During a recent Fire Chiefs 
meeting he attended in Belle- 
ville, Snider said he questioned 
a Ministry official who said an 
additional ambulance staff 
member has been added in the 
Madoc area and did not agree 
with Snider that there have 
been cutbacks in service.

Government must be better manager,, 


Says Tory leader during visit to Madoc

The province of Ontario will 
prosper and envied by the rest 
of country again once the 
provincial government begins 
to better manage the global 
restructuring that is currently 
underway, according to Ontar- 
io Conservative Leader Mike 
Harris.

“There was one portage that 
was pretty flat,” she said, so I 
was able to wheel through it, 
but I had to be carried through 
another one because it was 
swampy.” 

The other article described 

how 22 amputees found success 
on a golf course during the 
Canadian Amputee Open in 
Midland. “‘It’s incredible,” 
said the event organizer, ‘‘I’ve 
seen guys who have lost both 
arms who put special attach- 
ments on their artificial arms. 
Most golfers have no idea that 
disabled golfers are this 
good.”’ 
So many of these disabled 
people ski, run, sail, kayak, 
canoe, go-kart as well as other 
activities, and say they don’t 
have time to feel sorry for 
themselves. 

When I> wake up in the 
morning I feel grateful and 
fortunate for all the things I 
have been able to do in life. 


What is my challenge? Every 


day I think of these poeple as 
role models and I should try to 
achieve a strength and faith 
such as theirs which leads 
them on.

system. Turn off the engine. 
With the aid of a flashlight, 
inspect the exterior of the 
radiator, and the upper and 
lower hoses connected to the 
radiator. Check all the other 
smaller, cooling system hoses, 
connected by clamps, to the 
front of the engine. You should 
immediately replace any hoses 
that have cuts, abrasions or 
bulges. 


Replace hoses 


Most cooling system hoses 
fail from the inside. So, to 
avoid an unexpected burst or 
pinhole leak, replace the hoses 
- especially the upper radiator 
hose - every four years. 

Before inspectin the 
antifreeze/coolant, make sure 
the system’s pressure has 
dropped. (The upper radiator 
hose will feel soft and lukew- 
arm.) Do not let the system 
become cold, however, 
because any sediment will 
settle to the bottom of the 
radiator, and corrosion will be 
hard to detect. 

Wear shenieebte glasses and, 
using a heavy rag, slowly turn 
the radiator cap halfway. Do 
not remove the cap entirely 
until you are sure there is no 
pressure, Once it has been 
removed, inspect the cap’s 
rubber gasket for any signs of 
cracking. Replace the cap if its 
condition is questionable. 

Inspect the antifreeze. If it 
has an oily, reddish-brown 
foam, it may be contaminated 
by leaking transmission fluid. 
If the antifreeze is rusty, the 
cooling system may need a 
chemical cleaning and flush- 
ing. Do-it-yourself kits are 
available at parts stores, or 
professional service will cost 
under $50. You should flush the 
system every two years. ~ 


Mix proper coolant 


Once the flush is com lete, 
refill the system with a 
mixture of antifreeze and 
water that is at least 50 

reent, but no more than 70 
percent, antifreeze. (Your 
car’s owner’s manual will list 
the cooling system capacity.) 
This recommended mixture 
will offer freeze protection to

glance. Actually get down on 
the ground and really look. 
Evaluate the tread. Is it 
almost worn off? Is it worn in 
only one area? Is the wear 
dramatically different from 
any of the other tires? Are 
there any nails or other objects 
embedded in the tire? Look at

faces underneath the car. Are 
there any bulges? Also 
measure the air pressure of 
each tire, and then add or 
release air to the level speci- 
fied on the tire in your car’s 
owner manual.

They can be conve- 
niently replaced when it’s time 
to flush the cooling system and 
install new antifreeze. 
Replace coolant hoses every 
four years at the very least, 


because there often is no visi- . 


ble, early warning sign of 
failure. 

A good-looking hose can fail 
due to deterioration of the 
reinforcement that results 
from an electrochemical reac- 
tion to the tube. 

This cracks the hose tube, 
allows liquid coolant to weaken 
the reinforcement, and evenut- 
ally results in a burst hose or a 
pinhole leak. 

Because of the importance of 
antifreeze and cooling system 
hoses, car owners should check 
them as part of regular main- 
tenance, whenever the engine 
is being serviced.

Make sure they 
come on, blink and dim as they 
should if the lenses have a lot 
of build up, use a soft bristle 
brush and a good quality clean- 
er to make them sparkle again. 

If any of your lights are not 
operating correctly, the prob- 
lem is most likly a burned out 
bulb. Replacing a buned out 
fuse is another inexpensive fix. 
Sometimes, however, wiring 
may be involved, any you 
should stop by a service station 
for an evaluation. 

By taking a few minutes to 
do this simple safety tune-up, 
you can not ae save money, 
but also your life.

winter: How to warm up your cold he 


A faulty heater may be one 
of the most annoying inconve- 
niences of winter driving. 

Most passenger compart- 
ment heaters use the coolant to 
warm the incoming fresh air. 
Besides providing driver and 
passenger comfort, the warm 
air directed against the inside 
windows generally prevents 
fogging and icing, which can 
obscure vision. 

You can troubleshoot, the 
Feria yourself by following 
these recommendations. 
Caution: The engine should be 
cool before servicing the cool- 
ing system. 


Check coolant level 


Begin by checking the gool- 
ant level in the radiator and 
the plastic reservoir located 
near the radiator. A low level 
will reduce or cancel the flow 
of coolant to the heater, there- 
by reducing or preventing any 
heat output. 

If you must add coolant, you 
should mix 50 percent anti- 
freeze with 50 percent water 
for adequate wintertime 
protection. Check the moisture 
with an economical hydrome- 
ter, available at most auto 
parts stores. 

The radiator pressure cap 
helps to raise and control the 
temperature of the coolant in 


the system. Replace the cap if © 


the seal or rubber gasket is 
damaged, or if the spring is 
broken. 

The thermostat, normally 
located at the engine connec- 
tion of the upper radiator hose, 
regulates the flow of coolant to 
the radiator. When the ther- 
mostat fails or malfunctions, 
he engine will either overheat 
yr take longer to reach its 
roper operating temperature. 
t is a good practice to replace 
the inexpensive thermostat 
every four to six years. 


Replace the hoses 


Rubber hoses convey the 
liquid coolant between the 
engine, radiator and heater. 
Inspect for softness, cracks 
and cuts, and immediately 
replace any hoses that show 
signs of wear. These hoses also

‘This change should be hel 
ful to people who have multiple 
sclerosis since all too often we 
tie applying for the CPP 
disability pension in the ip 
that we can go back into the 
work force,’ said Dr. Shirley 
Van Hoof, who heads Ontario 
Division's Social Action 
Committee and is its represen- 
tative to the National Social 
Action Committee? 

Dr. Van Hoof has been lead- 
ing the national committee's 
review of the CPP disability 
pension and has drafted a 
position paper which was used 
extensively to prepare a brief 
that the MS Society submitted 
to a Parliamentary Committee 
on CPP in late 1991. The brief 
called for greater flexibility in 
applications ‘and in allowing 
people to move if and out of the 
work force without endanger- 
ing their pensions.

mination will be made as to 
whether or not they could have 
applied and received a disabili- 
ty benefit when they still had 
coverage,’ accor ing to a 
statement from Health and 
Welfare Canada. 

If they could have received a 
disability pension, then they 


will be eligible for up to 12° 


months of retroactive benefits. 

To qualify for CPP disability 
benefits, persons must have a 
‘severe’ and ‘‘prolonged” 
disability and have contributed 
to CPP in two of the last three 
or five of the last 10 years in 
the contributory period (from 
age 18 to the time the disability 
began). Ordinarily, people 
must apply for CPP disability 
benefits 15 months or less from 
the time they become disabled. 
The legislation dealing with 
late applications will extend 
this for people who meet the 
other requirements. 

The change to assist late 
applicants was originally in a 
Private Member's Bill intro- 

duced Bs Alan Redway, (M.P., 
Don Valley East) in autumn, 
1991. It received unanimous 
support in the House of 
Commons, but because of vari- 
ous technical reasons was rein- 
troduced as a government bill 
which passed both Houses of 
Parliament and _ received 
Royal Assent in February, 
1992. 

Since the change involves 
rovincial approval, the legis- 
ation has been okayed by the 

provincial legislatures. 

“While we applaud Parlia- 
ment’s quick passage of this 
amendment as a positive 
change, much still needs to be 
done to make the Canada 
Pension Plan less rigid in other 
areas,’ Dr. Van Hoof added. 

(Anyone who feels they may 
benefit from the late applica- 
tion provision must reapply at 
their nearest income Security 
Programs Office, listed under 
Health and Welfare Canada in 
the blue pages of the telephone 
book. }

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Ottawa monument 
erected in honor 
of our peacekeepers 


As we prepare for the para- 
des and ceremonies that tradi- 
tionally mark Remembrance 
Day, many of us will recaii the 


veterans we've known--the 


loved ones and friends who 
were glorified upon returning 
from war, and those who never 
came home. 


While Remembrance day is | 
typically reserved for recog- - 


nizing the wartime service and 
sacrifices of our veterans, it is 
also’ an appropriate time to 
celebrate the many other 
contributions Canadians have 


made towards achieving world . 


peace. 

In October, a monument was 
dedicated to Canadian peace- 
keepers, récognizing over 40 
years of efforts to bring peace 
to struggling nations around 
the world. is is the first 
monument dedicated by a 
nation to commemorate the 
peacekeeping efforts of its 
military forces. 

The monument, entitled 
“The ‘Reconciliation,’ was 
built in response to the award- 
ing of the Nobel Peace Prize to 
the United Nations’ peacekeep- 
ing forces in 1988. Located in 
Ottawa, the $2.8 million 
memorial project honors the 
participation of over 50,000 


.Canadian servicemen and 


women in all United Nations 
peackeeping missions, as well 
as in separate Canadian 
missions, since 1947. 


“A monument of his scale is 
important because it not only 
represents Canada’s proud 
role as a peacekeeping nation, 


but also, provides a timeless . 


physical reminder of@the 
contributions and, sacrifices 
made by individual peacekeep- 
ers,” says John Dianis, execu- 
tive vice-president of Monu- 
ment Builders of North 
America. 


The monument consists of 
three larger-than-life bronze 
mM grt representing members 
of Canada’s Armed Forces, 


‘which are placed at an 


elevated point between two 
converging granite walls. The 
figures stand abpve a pile of 
steel and - concrete . debris 
which represents the chaos of 
war, while they look ahead to a 
grove of 12 oak trees, symboliz- 
ing peace. The names of each 
peacekeeping mission are 
engraved on the walls, with 
space available for future 
missions to be acknowledged. 


“Whether dedicated to war 
veterans, ‘agra or an 
individual, a monument 

rovides a lasting tribute to the 
liven of our loved ones and 
heroes,” Dianis points out. “A 
monument preserves the 
special memories that we will 
want to celebrate and share. . 
on Remembrance Day and 
throughout the year.”’

Citing the fact that many 
Ontario farms have used 
avenues of survival ranging 
from maintaining two an 
three off-farm jobs to plow 
back retirement savings into 
their farms, George told the 
*remier, that many farmers 
“have nothing more to give. 
While we sit here the irony of 
Canadian agriculture is that 
while half the world goes to bed 
hungry, our farmers feel that 
they have a low priority and 
are taken for granted by our 
consumers and politicians.”’ 


While George said. that- 
Ontario farmers could. 
compete with other countries 
given a level playing field, he 
said the reality is that farm 
families are on a slippery slope 
of survival. 

However, he pointed out that 
agriculture is rt a black hole 
of endless support programs 
but rather an opportunity for 
growth and prosperity. “It's 
time to stop consulting and get 
on with the job of creating 
rural enterprise as a value 
added farm economy.”

(CUPE, Local 1022) reached a 
two-year collective agreement 
which is in effective until June 
30, 1994. 

The settlement provides: 


* no general wage increase in 


1992; 

* a twenty-five cent per hour 
wage increase Jan. 1, 1993; 

* and another twenty-five cents 
per hour incease on Jan. 1, 
1994. 


The Board also agreed to 
begin, retro-active to Sept. 1, 
1992, providing a 10 cent per 
hour shift premium for those 
employees who work afternoon 
or ovens shifts; this 
premium will bé increased to 
20 cents per hour on Sept. 1, 
1993. Such shift premiums are 
reflective of those currently in— 
place in surrounding boards of 
education. 

Prior to this round of negoti- 
ations, CUPE Local 1022, was 
divided into three separate 
collective agreements, namely 
“Clerical, Technical and 
Teacher's Assistants’’;

for cost of health insurance

For retired Canadians 
spending significant 


amounts of time in the‘ 


United States, ensuring 
adequate medical insur- 
ance coverage is always 
high on the list of priorities. 
ne popular option is to 
_ buy supplementary cover- 
age through private plans, 
such as Blue Cross. With the 
recent increase of Blue 
Cross premiums, three 
months coverage could cost 
somewhere between $533 to 
$1,200 depending on your 
age. At that price, many 
snowbirds wonder whether 
they can claim such cover- 
age as a medical deduction 
on their tax return. 
The answer is yes. . 
Premiums paid to non- 
government or_ hospital 
plans, such as Blue Cross, 
are eligible medical 


expenses and can be 
claimed for yourself, your 


spouse or your dependents. 
edical expenses ‘incurred 


‘in any 12-month period 


ending in the year can be 
claimed. Thus, if you 
incurred most of your 
add between, say, 
February 1991 and January 
1992, you may claim 
expenses for that perigd in 
1 rather than for the 
calendar year. 

Determining the amount 
Mite may claim as an eligi- 

le medical expense takes a 
few calculations. First, add 
up your total medical costs 
other than those for which 
you have been reimbursed. 
Then deduct from your total 
the lesser of three per cent 
of your net income or, in 
1991, $1,570. (The $1,570 will 
be indexed for 1992). 

The remainder is the 
portion of your medical 
expenses allowance for a 
non-refundable tax credit.

If you become a U.S. 
resident, U.S. estate tax 
applies but only to the value 
of the estate in excess of 
$600,000 (U.S.). Bear in 
mind, however, that it is 
your world-wide assets that 
are now et to tax not 
just the Florida condo.

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Steering Committee approves 
budget for waste management

The Centre and South Hast- 
ings Waste Management Steer- 
ing Committee has passed its 
budget for 1993, subject to 
approval by the executive 
committee. 

The steering committee 
passed the budget during a 
committee meeting held last 
Thursday. 

The operating budget for 
1993 has been estimated at 
$159,091 down from the 1992 
Budget of $170,515. 

Most municipalities will see 
their share of the budget

Sidney, 
Thurlow and Madoc saw their 
shares go down slightly while 
Frankford’s remained the 


same. 

The Madoc Village share will 
go from .98 per cent to .95

1,511; Madoc Township's 
share will increase from 1.06 

r cent to 1.19 in 1993 translat- 
ing into $1,893; Huntingdon 
Township’s share will go from 
1.51 to 1.82 per cent translatin 
into $2,895.46 and Elzevir an 
Grimsthrope Township's share 
will increase from .52 to .58 per 
cent translating into $923. 

During discussion of the 
budget, Trenton Councillor 
Murray Workman voiced his 
concern about the amount of 
money being spent for adver- 
tising public meetings and 
workshops.

Public Advisory Committee 
Chairman Bert Carswell 
disagreed with Workman.

Norwood - The Trent Valley 
Literacy Association's (TVLA) 
outreach pilot project in 
Norwood is all set to go and 
co-ordinator Grant Robertson, 
excited about prospects in this 
area, is anxious to set up 
tutor-training sessions and to 
hear from potential learners. 

“We're ready and set up to 
go with tutor training,” the 
Havelock resident. said in an 
interview last week. 

“We just need the actual 
people to do that. I’m trying to 
get people who are interested 
to give me a call.” 

With the opening of a satel- 
lite office in the Norwood Town 
Hall (downstairs in. the 
FUTURES facility), the TVLA 
has taken an important step 
towards making its services 
more accessible to County resi- 
dents. Grants from the Have- 
lock Rotary Club and the 
United Way as well as assis- 
tance from the Norwood Lions 
Club has made this move 
possible. 

“It has always been avail- 
able to people from the County. 
It just hasn’t been as available 
as we would have liked it to 
be,’ the TVLA’s executive 
director, Corry Wink, said in 
an earlier interview with the 
Norwood Register. 

“It is really important for us 
to be everywhere in the coun- 
ty,”’ Mrs. Wink adds. 

Mr. Robertson shares Mrs. 
Wink’s excitment and optimis- 
tic view of this pilot project. 

The TVLA is quite interested 
in what is going to happen in 
Norwood, he says, and has 
been “very: generous with me 
in helping things get started.”’ 

“They are committed to 
making this work,’ Mr. 
Robertson adds. 

“This has always been part 
of their mandate ~ to reach 
beyond the boundaries of the 


-City of Peterborough. Because 


of funding and overstretched 
budgets they haven't been able 
to do this.” 


“In some ways it has been 
very grass roots in that groups 
like the Lions have pitched in 
and helped and made it possi- 
ble to start something,” Mr. 
Robertson says. 

New to the Havelock area, 
Mr. Robertson has worked in 
the residential services sector 
of Community Living prog- 
rams in Peterborough, Owen 
Sound and Walkerton. His 
involvement and interest in 
et issues began when he 
worked with a former Univer- 
sity of Waterloo math scholar- 


ship student who was se verely 
head injured during a summer 
accident 


’ “It was really important to 
him to recapture some of the 
skills he had beforehand and | 
facilitated him in doing ‘that 
That's one of the ways | got 
interested in it.’ 

Initially, Mr. Robertson has 
been contracted to the TVLA 
outreach program for six 
hours a week but he and Mrs. 
Wink would love to see funding 
available to expand those 
hours. . 

“The ultimate goal,’ he 
says, ‘“‘would to be have some- 
one fulltime here but that is a 
highly unattainable _ posi- 
tion...It is really dependent on 
funding and interest and if 
there’s enough of both that 
kind of thing happens.” 


“The more staff time that is 
available’ the stronger the 
program is,”’ he says. . 

There has always been 
people from Norwood and area 
travelling to. Peterborough to 
use the TVLA services, Mr. 
Robertson says, but you have 
to be ‘‘outstandingly commit- 
ted to completing a literacy 
program to do.that, especially 
during the winter.” 


Now there will be something 
here fdr people who have less 
ability with transportation or 
costs, he says. And they don’t 
have to be just from Norwood. 

“They can be from 
anywhere one wants to come 
from. We don’t have set bound- 
aries,’ Mr. Robertson says. 

While not a a target 
number for the first tutor 
training workshop, he says ten 
is a realistic number and adds 
that having ten initial learners 
would also be realistic.

That 
person will have skills that 
other (literate) people don't 
have,”” he says.

Major changes planned 
in education format next 
fall in Northumberland 


Every high school and many 
elementary schools within the 
Northumberland and Newcas- 
tle Board of Education are in 
the midst of preparing for 
major changes to the school 
system scheduled to be imple- 
mented next fall. 

Those changes, initiated by 
the provincial government, 
were discussed Monday at the 
Board's Education Committee 
meeting. 

Most affected are grades 
seven, eight and nine, known 
as “The Transition Years.” 

Starting in September, 1993, 
students entering grade nine 
will no longer choose courses 
based on three different 
‘‘streams’’ or levels of 
difficulty—basic, general and 
advanced. The new process is 
sometimes referred to as 
“destreaming.”’ , 

In addition, students will no 
longer be given credits for 
each subject. Instead, ‘‘conti- 


inuous assessment of students 


during grade nine will deter- 
mine placement for the grade

“The federal government 
stands behind the efforts of 
cattle and beef producers to 
ensure that they continue to 
meet the challenges of a 
changing market environ- 
ment,’’ Mr. McKnight said.

“The study will provide 
industry with the ground work 
to take on the challenges of a 
changing .agri-food market,” 
said Mr. Mazankowski, noting 
that the industry has a proven 
track record of success, both in 
domestic and international 
markets. ‘ 

“Detailed information on the 
competitive’ conditions eg 
the industry will assist bot 
government and industry in 
responding to Cone mark- 
et conditions,’ Mr. Wilson 
said.

Funding is needed to provide 
women’s shelter staff to 
educate children in schools and 
accompany women to couft, 
according to Three Oaks 
Foundation Director Gloria 
Savage. 

" Savage made the comment 
as a guest speaker at a lunc- 
heon sponsored by Centre 
Hastings Safe Family Environ- 
ments at the St. John the 
Baptist Anglican Church Hall 
last Friday. The luncheon was

an attempt to-raise awareness - 


of family violence. 

Savage began her speech by 
telling the audience, that 
though November was Family 
Violence Prevention month 
and the job of preventing 
violence — women and 
children should be concen- 
trated on a little more this 
month, it is still a 12 month a 
year job. 

In 1984, Savage began her 
work at the shelter and she told 
the audience an incident in 1987 
left an impression and will 
affect her for the rest of her 
life. She went on to tell the 
story of how she drove out to 
Bannockburn to pick up Bren- 
da Conley and her bring back 
to Three Oaks. Not long after 
she was murdered by her 
estranged husband. Savage 
said because Conley was 
silenced she must now speak 
for her. 

Five years since that inci- 
dent, Savage told the audience 


nothing seems to have 
changed. She said MPP 
Marion Boyd recently 


announced a 33 per cent 
increase in women being 
murdered by their intimate 
partners. °
